Koii  (iiith:  I  rankliii  Delano  Koosc\clt  uas  one  of  Anieriea's  inosl  popular 
and  inlliiential  Presidents.  Ills  portrait  was  plaeed  on  the  Dime  in  1946, 
tolloumg  his  death  in  1945.  The  designs  were  by  John  K.  Sinnoek,  whose 
initials  "JS"  appear  below  the  tip  of  Roosevelt’s  bust  on  the  obverse  of  the 
eoins  ( this  later  led  to  the  rumor  that  "JS"  were  the  initials  of  the  Communist 
leader  of  Russia,  Joseph  Stalin).  1964  was  the  last  year  that  Dimes  were 
struek  m  silver  -  from  1965  on.  Dime  blanks  were  made  of  eopper-niekel 
o\  er  a  eopper  core. 

In  2()()(),  the  obverse  of  the  Roosevelt  dime  was  revised  to  minimize 
deterioration  of  design  details  near  the  rims.  The  size  of  Roosevelt's  head 
was  rediieed,  allowing  I.lBnRT'S',  IN  (iOD  W'F.  TRUST,  and  the  date  to 
move  away  from  the  rim.  The  ehanges  are  subtle  but  obvious  when 
compared  with  eoins  from  previous  years

Hv  Mark  Hoivcnuto 

It  we  look  at  what  can  be  called  the  work  horse  coins  ot  everyday 
eoninieree  in  the  IJ.S.  today,  we  have  three  that  definitely  qualify,  one  that 
might,  and  several  that  aren  t  doing  much.  The  ‘big  three’  as  it  were,  the 
nickel,  the  dime  and  the  quarter.  The  one  that  might  qualify  is  the  one-eent 
piece  or  penny  -  as  many  tolks  still  use  them,  while  others  consider  them 
a  nuisance.  The  others  include  the  seldom-used  halt  dollar,  our  golden 
dollar,  all  our  commemorative's,  and  our  bullion  coins.  The  Mint  is 
amazingly  busy  with  this  latter  group,  but  we  just  don't  see  many  half 
dollars.  .And  proots  and  bullion  coins?  Well,  they’re  not  made  for  everyday 
use  anyway. 

.As  tor  the  three  hard-working  denominations,  the  quarter  is  the 
unabashed  king  of  multiple  designs.  We  get  a  new  one  every  few  weeks, 
and  plenty  of  numismatic  periodicals  cover  everything  from  their  first 
release  to  any  strange  errors  that  might  have  occurred.  Nickels  see  less  play 
than  that,  yet  had  several  design  changes  in  2004  and  2005,  and  have  had 
an  updated  portrait  since  2006.  Through  all  of  this  our  dime  has  been 
pounded  out  by  the  hundreds  of  millions,  and  some  years  by  the  billions, 
and  always  without  any  design  change.  So  why  not  give  these  little  guys 
some  respect?  Here’s  a  quick  way  to  assemble  an  attractive  set  of  dimes 
that  goes  back  to  the  year  1900  at  least. 

Proof  silver  dimes,  1992  -  the  present. 

For  those  of  us  in  the  collecting  community  who  have  been  at  it  for 
decades,  it  may  seem  like  the  idea  of  silver  Roosevelt  dimes  -  those  placed 
in  special  proof  sets  starting  in  1992  -  are  some  modem  fad.  But  a  reality 
check  tells  us  that  1992  was  twenty-five  years  ago,  and  that  there  is  a 
generation  of  collectors  who  have  grown  up  never  knowing  of  a  day 
without  silver  proof  sets.  Finding  a  lone  dime  example  means  finding  one 
that  has  been  broken  out  of  a  proof  set,  possibly  because  someone  thought 
it  or  one  of  the  other  coins  if  the  set  were  good  enough  to  send  for  grading 
by  one  of  the  third  party  grading  services.  But  whatever  the  reason,  a 
single,  proof,  silver  Roosevelt  dime  from  one  of  these  years  can  be 
purchased  in  a  grade  such  as  PF-65  or  PF-66  for  no  more  than  $5  -$10.  It 
wouldn’t  cost  too  much  to  build  a  full  collection. 

A  “Classic”  proof  Roosevelt. 

It  may  seem  odd  to  consider  a  coin  a  classic  when  it  is 
still  being  minted  today,  but  from  1946  to  1964  this 
Roosevelt  series  was  silver.  Then  trom  1965  -  1992  there 
was  the  long  span  of  no  silver  in  them  at  all.  This  makes 
for  a  dividing  line,  as  it  were. 
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I  roin  h^5()  -  when  silver  was  taken  out  of  our  dimes  and  quan-.r 

riiere  were  proofs  issued  eaeh  year.  I  hey  were  issued  in  sets,  although  th« 
paekaging  then  was  afar  er>'  from  w  hat  it  is  today.  ( )ver  the  eourse  ol  year^ 
plenty  of  these  sets  have  been  broken  up,  w  hieh  means  there  are  definitely 
proof  dimes  that  ean  be  purehased  singly.  As  many  eolleetors  know,  the 
total  number  of  proofs  inereased  pretty  steadily  in  the  eourse  of  these  years, 
and  m  IdS?  the  total  went  over  the  one  million  mark.  By  just  about  any 
measure,  that's  a  lot  of  proofs,  from  the  point  ol' view  of  a  eolleetor  on  the 
prow  1,  the  priee  tags  for  these  older  proof 

Roosevelt  dimes  are  wonderfully  low.  Something  like  S25  will  net  any  of 
them  from  1957  -1964,  and  even  the  least  eommon,  the  1950,  is  less  than 
SI 00  in  a  pristine  grade  like  lM'-b7. 

,A  proof  Mereury  dime. 

If  you  have  politely  read  this  far,  and  all  the  w  hile  just 
shook  your  head  at  the  idea  of  seriously  eollecting 
Roosevelt  dimes  -  in  any  eondition  -  well,  lets  move  to  an 
eternal  eolleetor  favorite.  The  Mereury  or  Winged  Liberty 
dimes,  issued  from  1916  to  1 945,  \  irtually  every  eolleetor 
know  s  that  this  series  sports  the  eoveted  rarity,  the  1916  1). 

We're  not  even  going  to  consider  adding  one  of  these  to  a  collection.  Nope, 
we'll  look  at  the  latter  half  of  this  series. 

F'rom  1936  through  1942  there  were  proof  Mercury  dimes  issued,  but  in 
quantities  that  we  probably  consider  paltry  today.  The  1936  issue  was  only 
4,130,  but  by  1942  the  total  has  climbed  to  22,329.  That  1936  proof  can  be 
an  expensive  ten-cent  piece  today,  but  curiously,  the  1942  is  not  (much  like 
1940  and  the  1941 ). 

Lach  costs  about  $200  in  RF-65  condition  today.  That's  not  necessarily 
pocket  change,  but  it  is  tar  lower  than  the  price  tags  associated  with  the 
1 9 1 6-D.  Plus,  a  look  at  any  reference  guide  shows  that  those  1 9 1 6-t)  dimes 
have  an  overall  mintage  roughly  ten  times  higher. 

It  we  have  passed  what  many  businesspeople  call  a  “price  point."  meaning 
vve  VC  gone  higher  than  you  want  to  go  for  any  single  coin,  another  way  to 
add  a  handsome  Mercury  dime  to  any  grow  ing  collection  is  to  look  through 
the  dates  and  mint  marks  trom  1934  to  the  end  of  the  scries.  Many  of  them 
w  ill  cost  no  more  than  $50  tor  an  MS-64  specimen. 

That  s  a  pretty  good  price  for  a  very  attractive  dime. 

A  stellar  looking  Barber  dime. 

Fiack  one  step  turthcr,  the  barber  dimes  were  issued  in 
fairly  large  numbers  from  1<S92  up  to  1916.  Plenty  of  the 
common  dates  saw  the  mintage  of  more  than  10  million 
coins,  making  them  pretty  common  today,  and  the  “Red 
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l^ook”  -  more  properly,  “A  Ciuide  Book  of  United  states  eoins”  -  does 
indieate  that  some  proots  were  made  virtually  every  year  ot  the  series.  lint 
before  w  e  deeide  to  grab  one  up,  a  word  or  two  might  be  in  order.  In  1 892, 
for  example,  the  idea  ot  a  proof  eoin  did  not  iin  olve  all  of  w  hat  it  does 
today.  ^  es,  the  eoin  was  made  to  a  high  standard.  But  the  teehnieal  abilities 
of  the  day  added  to  the  passage  of  time  means  that  it  will  probably  be 
harder  to  find  proof  Barber  dimes  today  that  look  like  the  day  they  were 
made.  Priee  lists  peg  most  of  them  at  S60(),  whieh  is  not  insanely  high.  But 
a  good  looking  pieee  in  a  low  er  MS  grade  usually  costs  closer  to  $  1 00.  This 
is  w  orth  keeping  in  mind  if  we  arc  keen  to  spend  wisely. 

.A  few  gorgeous  dimes  can  make  a  fine,  short  collection  that  stands  alone, 
or  could  be  the  start  of  something  big.  Perhaps  now  is  the  time  to  pay 
attention  again  to  our  little,  too-often  ignored  dimes. 

Newly  Discovered  Lincoln  Cent 

A  newly-discovered  1943  Lincoln  cent  shot  to 
$282,000  because  it  was  made  of  the  wrong 
material  and  a  1 792  Birch  cent  -  lost  for  1 30  years 
--  sold  for  $2 1 1 ,500  Wednesday,  Aug.  2,  in  Denver, 
Colorado  as  a  part  of  Heritage's  August  2-6  auction 
of  US  coins. 

"This  was  the  first  time  these  particular  coins  were  ever  offered  at 
auction  and  collectors  were  not  going  to  let  them  get  away,"  said  Jim 
Halperin,  Co-founder  of  Heritage  Auctions,  which  offered  the  pennies 
at  its  auction  held  during  the  World's  Fair  ot  Money.  "There  are  just 
10  to  1 5  of  each  of  these  cents  known  to  exist." 

In  1943  all  U.S.  pennies  were  made  from  zinc-coated  steel  due  to 
copper  shortages  during  World  War  11.  Popularly  referred  to  as 
"steelies,"  these  oddities  have  always  been  extremely  popular  with 
collectors,  and  the  great  majority  ot  these  steel  coins  were  culled  from 
circulation  by  I960.  Bronze  1943  cents  are  coveted  because  they 
were  erroneously  made  ot  bronze  left  over  from  1 942.  This  occurred 
when  some  bronze  blanks  from  the  previous  year  became  lodged  in 
the  trap  door  of  a  tote  bin  used  to  feed  the  delivery  system  of  the  coin 
presses

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Tips  and  Perspectives... 

I  have  talked  about  counterfeit  coins  and  bullion  in  the  past,  but  1  read  an 
article  recently  that  goes  into  great  detail  about  the  history  of  counterfeiting 
and  how  it  has  proliferated  in  recent  history  and  has  spread  to  become  a 
word  wide  problem. 

The  following  content  is  taken  from  an  article  written  by  Beth  Deisher, 
Industry  Council  for  Tangible  Assets  Director  of  Anti-Counterfeiting  Task 
Force  and  has  appeared  in  the  CSNS  Ccntincl.  Counterfeiters  have  been 
plying  their  trade  for  thousands  of  years  based  on  evidence  that  lies  in  the 
contemporary  counterfeits  of  ancient  coins  dug  up  and  documentation  since 
the  invention  of  the  printing  press. 

Yet,  throughout  the  centuries  counterfeiters  produced  a  relatively  small 
number  of  coins  in  comparison  to  the  number  of  real  coins  struck.  It  was 
simply  a  matter  of  talent  and  resources.  It  took  artistic  talent  to  hand-car\  c 
dies  and  humans  to  hammer-strike  the  coins.  Fast-forward  to  the  beginning 
of  the  21st  century.  During  the  first  five  years  most  government  mints 
around  the  w'orld  began  embracing  computer  technology  and  robotics  in 
their  die-making  and  coin  production  process.  It  was  not  a  matter  of  simply 
installing  and  adapting  modem  manufacturing  methods.  Rather, 
competition-  especially  in  the  commemorative  coin  sector  -  demanded  cost 
effective  manufacturing  and  innovative  features  in  design  and  metallurgy. 
The  search  for  both  efficiency  and  innovation  led  to  the  U.S.  Mint’s 
transition  in  2008  to  digital  technology  in  its  die  making  operation, 
producing  both  new  efficiencies  and  precision.  During  the  same  period,  the 
Mint  moved  to  increase  use  of  computer-controlled  processes  and  robotics 
throughout  its  manufacturing  and  packaging  process  operations.  Ironically, 
rather  than  making  counterfeiting  more  difficult,  the  transition  to 
computers  and  digital  technology  has  opened  new'  doors  of  opportunity  for 
counterfeiters.  That  is  primarily  due  to  rapid  leaps  in  technology  and 
knowledge  of  how  to  use  it  that  have  spread  throughout  the  world  at 
unprecedented  levels.  The  same  is  tme  for  the  accessibility  to  computer 
hardware  and  production  equipment  used  in  the  various  stages  of  coin 
production.  Costs  and  availability  are  no  longer  a  barrier  to  entry. 

During  2007  and  2008,  it  became  apparent  to  the  numismatic  community 
that  the  numbers  of  counterfeit  coins  in  the  U.S.  marketplace  were 
increasing  at  a  rapid  pace.  A  Coin  World  and  New  York  Times 
investigation  resulted  in  the  discovery  of  over  100  thriving  com 
counterfeiting  operations  in  China.  One  proprietor  claimed  that  he  could 
produce  1 00,000  counterfeit  coins  per  month  and  w  as  selling  many  of  them 
on  eBay.  Today,  less  than  10  years  later,  dozens  of  Chinese  counterfeiters 
claim  production  capacities  of  up  to  500,000  coins  per  month 
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continued  -  l  ips  and  Prespectives 

They  are  now  using  Alibaba  to  distribute  their  wares  to  more  than  200 
countries.  All  of  this  gloom  and  doom  information  is  even  more  reason  to 
always  buy  eoins  or  precious  metals  from  someone  you  know  and  trust. 
.And  has  a  stellar  reputation  for  honesty  and  integrity  and  will  always  stand 
behind  what  it  sells  so  you  can  buy  in  complete  confidence.
